Where the wild things are 

A Monster Calls is coming to The Old Vic in a 
powerful new adaptation by director Sally 
Cookson. Based on Patrick Ness’ novel, the story 
follows i^-year-old Conor when one night a 
monster comes to his window to tell him stories 
of his life and travels, oldvictheatre.com 
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T here may only be ten miles 
between Croydon and 
Shakespeare’s Globe on the 
Southbank, but for emerging 
actor Aaron Pierre it has been quite the 
journey between the two. 

Since he started out in his teens 
acting in the Croydon Young Peoples’ 
Theatre (CRYPT), Pierre has been 
through LAMDA drama school and a 
number of television shows. Now he’s 
set to take to the stage at the Globe 
theatre this month in Othello. 

‘For some reason I never thought I 
would have the opportunity to tell a 
story there, so I’m very honoured and 
humbled,’ the 23-year-old actor tells 
me as we settle in to talk. ‘I am just 
beside myself. I’m thrilled,’ he adds. 

‘It just feels surreal and I’m doing my 
best to process the news.’ 

He’ll be starring as Cassio 
alongside Andre Holland’s Othello 
and Shakespearean heavyweight Mark 
Rylance’s lago, an opportunity he tells 
me that is not lost on him. ‘Mark 
Rylance is a king, he’s absolutely 
phenomenal,’ he enthuses. ‘The word 
phenomenal almost doesn’t really do it 
justice to describe how talented he is. 
I’m tmly humbled and honoured to be 
in his presence. 

‘I already said to my mum when I 
was talking to her about it, even on 
days when I’m not required to be in 


rehearsal. I’m going to be there 
anyway and I’m just going to be 
observing as much as I can and 
learning, learning, learning.’ 

Cassio, Othello’s second-in- 
command, plays a crucial role in 
Shakespeare’s tragic tale of jealously, 
and it is also a role that Pierre admits 
he has always had his eye on. ‘In my 
everyday life I find it really difficult to 
express how I’m feeling and 
sometimes I get my words mixed up 
or I don’t articulate exactly what I 
mean and I get it wrong,’ he explains. 
‘That’s what I’m so excited for, to 
play a character that’s so much more 
poetic than I will ever be in expressing 
themselves through their words 
and conversations.’ 

But, as our own conversation 
continues, it strikes me that Pierre is 
doing himself a disservice. The 
overwhelming impression I’m left 
with after our interview is not one of a 
bumbling speaker, but someone full of 
considered pauses and sincere 
effusions of how humbled he is to be 
doing a job he so categorically adores. 

It shocks me then when he admits 
that acting wasn’t always on the cards 
for him. In fact, he actually wanted to 
become a sprinter during his 
childhood in Croydon. 

‘I was like “listen mum. I’m going 
to be the fastest man in the world,”’ he 


laughs. ‘And then I reached an age 
where I took it very seriously and I 
used to train at South London 
Harriers. But then I think I reached a 
point in my adolescence where cake 
was just more important to me. 

Chocolate was more important to me 
than training and I slowly became 
more and more disinterested in 
eating well to be fast.’ 

It was around this time 
that he performed in his first 
play at school, as the 
narrator in Moby Dick, 
which gave him the acting 
bug he hasn’t been able 
to shake since. 

‘I just remember it 
was the best feeling 
ever being on the 
stage and for me it 
was making people 
feel something, 
whatever that 
was,’ he enthuses. 

‘After that it was 
like a domino 
effect, I was like 
this is it for me 
now. I can’t see 
myself doing 
anything else 
now so it was all 
or nothing. From 

that point it was ►

like I am 

giving everything I’ve got 
now to this because this is all I want to 
do and all I will do.’ 

He started getting involved in a 
youth theatre group in Croydon called 
CRYPT, where the group would get 
together to improvise and devise 
theatre before hosting a performance 
for anyone who’d come along. 

And although he lives in Kilbum 
now, it’s clear that Pierre’s first 17 
years as a south London boy were a 
beloved part of who he is. ‘It’s the 
type of area 
that really 
moulds you 
and really 
prepares you 
for the 
realities of 
life I think,’ 
he tells me. 

‘It really moulded me and shaped me.’ 

After leaving the area, he went to 
LAMDA, and has landed on his feet 
in the professional word with only a 
few hiccups. He laughs as he tells me 
he was so nervous when he landed his 


first professional role 
as Terrence O’Duncie in Prime 
Suspect: 1973, that he started acting 
before the director even had the 
opportunity to call action. 

‘They were like okay Aaron can 
we go back please, can we wait for 
action?’ he laughs. ‘I was so eager to 
do a good job, to look professional.’ 

He’s since starred across the small 
screen in BBC’s The A Word, 

historical fantasy 
epic Britannia 
and currently as 
Dev-Em in Syfy’s 
Krypton, a drama 
about the origin 
planet of 
Superman. It’s 
this latest role 
that has pushed Pierre into the 
international spotlight with legions of 
comic book fans tuning in each week, 
which isn’t a bad journey for a south 
London kid who used to buy comic 
books from his local shop whenever

he had 
enough money. 

‘It is the dream to be part of a 
show like this because this is exactly 
the type of comic or show I would be 
passionate about as a kid and I would 
either tune into or read,’ Pierre tells 
me. ‘It’s nice to know that there are 
going to be people out there, watching 
and investing in our characters 
meaning something to them and them 
being able to empathise or sympathise 
with our characters, and maybe draw 
parallels with themselves.’ 

Yet, even with his professional 
career going so well, his humble 
nature is never far away as our chat 
about what he’s done so far draws to a 
close and he concludes: ‘Now we’re 
here, giving it a go.’ And then some. 
I’d say, Aaron Pierre. Q

T he Homiman Museum’s 
Keeper of Anthropology, 
Robert Storrie, has had a 
life-long relationship with 
the museum. As a child Storrie 
would regularly go to the 117-year- 
old museum’s Saturday morning 
children’s club. ‘I remember the 
moments of random euphoria that 
discovering something unique 
provoked,’ he explains. 

This kind of passion for 
discovery is something the 
Homiman’s new collection. The 
World Gallery, hopes to offer its 
visitors when it opens on 29 June. 
Comprising over 3,000 objects 
from around the world and across 
the ages, the gallery is the result of 
five years of work to transform one

half of the museum following a 
£3.3m Heritage Lottery Fund grant 
and a crowdfunding campaign. The 
gallery is split into four sections 
with the first - the introductory 
area - aiming to establish an 
emotional context for the 


collection, conveying the 
importance of objects and the 
symbolism they can have to 
different people. 

As Storrie explains: Tt invokes 
the idea that things are important 
to people and there are some things

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that are very, very important and 
there are some things that look 
insignificant, but are very, very 
important also.’Among this 
display is the Homiman’s dolls 
house dating back to 1901, during 
which time it sat in the museum 
for visiting children to play with, 
but now it is behind glass forming 
part of the exhibition itself. 
Alongside the displays are screens 
featuring anthropologists, curators 
and members from local 
community groups talking about 
their own favourite object. The 
descriptions, Storrie tells me, 
range from ‘the charming to the 
painfully poignant’. 

From there the gallery moves 
into ‘Encounters’, curated groups 
of objects that explore ‘what it 
means to be human in a particular 
place in a particular time,’ as 
Storrie explains. What is important 
to stress about this part of the 
gallery is the fact that the displays 
combine objects dating back 
thousands of years with magazines, 
designer dresses and iPhones. As 
Storrie explains: ‘You’re not 
looking at a pre-globalised past.’ 
Instead, the point is to explore 
what it means to be human across 
the world today drawing on the

past for context.’ 

For example, a display on 
Nigeria features a contemporary 
dress created by a Nigerian- 
American designer to explore the 
way the past is used to construct a 
contemporary identity. A few 
metres away, a display exploring 
Himalayan nomadic life shows 
traditional dress alongside an 
iPhone, a central part of how 
people in this part of the world 
exchange information about 
everything from agriculture to 
horse racing events. 

This sense of uniting past and 
present is encapsulated by the 
gallery itself, which has been built 
to last in the knowledge that 
projects like this are rare within the 
arts, particularly due to funding 
restraints. The space is intended to 
be dynamic and long-lasting. 

‘It has to change,’ Storrie tells me, 
‘the cases are going to be in place 
for decades.’ 

Not only did Storrie’s 
experience visiting the museum as 
a child instil in him a lasting taste 
for discovery, but it also helps him 
put himself in the shoes of some of 
the museum’s younger visitors. He 
is explicit in saying that being a 
family museum is at the heart of 
the Homiman’s ethos and the 
gallery is designed to be inclusive 
to all ages. Or, as he rather 
succinctly puts it: ‘That means 
even the smallest member of the 
party has to have a good time.’ To 
accommodate all ages the gallery 
has an interactive floor display and 


listening stations 
for spoken 
histories from 
across the world. 

Storrie is 
aware that laying 
out the gallery 
according to 
continents is to 
put a western 
categorisation 
of the world onto 
the collection of objects, but during 
extensive consultation they 
accepted the idea that visitors 
wanted to be introduced to the 
collection with familiarity. From 
the outset, the Homiman’s location 
in Forest Hill has been central to 
its identity as a museum that very 
self-consciously serves its local 
community. In fact, three quarters 
of their visitors are from the local 
community and very few tourists 
make up their daily footfall. Storrie 
says: ‘It’s a multi-generational, 
committed audience and there’s a 
shared sense of ownership and 
community between the people 
who come here.’ 

Hundreds of people have been 
part of the consultation process, 
from refugee groups to 
environmental groups. Now, all 
that input and feedback is about to 
become a reality as the World 
Gallery opens its doors to south 
London for the first time. D

I t’s a busy time for Kricket 
co-founders Will Bowlby and 
Rik Campbell. They’ve just 
opened their latest restaurant 
in Brixton, their Soho spot is 
extremely popular and they’re in 
the midst of preparations for their 
new White City location build. 

Therefore, it’s not surprising 
when I walk into the new Brixton 
restaurant that it’s bustling with the 
kitchen staff preparing for the 
evening menu under the watchful 
eye of Bowlby, while Campbell is 
in the other room on an important 
phone call. 

To be fair to the pair, it’s the 
day after their official opening 
night and so when I manage to 
grab them for a chat, they look 
exhausted. The popular restaurant 
group started back in June 2015 
when Bowlby and Campbell set up 
shop in a shipping container at Pop 
Brixton with an idea to create 
some small plates of delicious 
Indian food. 

The inspiration came from 
Bowlby’s two years as a chef in 
Mumbai at Cheval Bar and 
Restaurant, where he fell in love 
with the cuisine. ‘The idea behind 
the food came from living in India, 
experiencing Indian food out there 
and seeing what could be done 
here with it,’ he says. ‘Rik and I 
have known each other since uni 
and met up when I came back and 
just talked about doing it together 
really and that was it.’ 

Bowlby tells me that what 
appeals to him most about the food 
is the heritage behind it and what 


that means for a chef when they 
approach the dishes. ‘The history 
behind [it], which for me is so 
varied and so massive and means 
that you can have license. For me 
it’s an evolving cuisine and for that 
reason we have licence to carry on 
doing that. 

‘I can justify what we cook here 
because a lot of thought has gone 
into each thing we make,’ he adds. 
‘And we’re not sort of using things 
together for the sake of it. We’re 
actually taking something from 
somewhere and looking into it, 
developing it, and seeing how we 
can make it better, we think.’ 

You might be wondering how 
the name ties into all of this. ‘We 
wanted a word which resonated 
between two countries, England 
and India,’ Bowlby smiles. ‘We felt 
cricket did that - we invented it, 
they mastered it. We took the c off 
because we didn’t want it to look 
like a sports bar. 

And that was it 
really.’ 

After two 
years in the very 
intimate setting of 
Pop Brixton, the 
pair opened their 
first permanent restaurant in Soho 
in 2017. But they tell me that the 
plan was always to come back to 
their Brixton beginnings. 

‘It was always our intention to 
come back but we couldn’t do Pop 
any longer, we wanted to go to 
Soho as well, and we were just 
waiting for the right space to come 
up,’ Campbell explains. ‘And we

did look at probably a dozen places 
in Brixton and as soon as this was 
available it was obvious.’ 

They’ve set-up under two of the 
railway arches on Atlantic Road - 
a spot which seems to suit the 
relaxed vibe of the pair well. With 
its understated bar area, open 
intimate kitchen and a host of 
comfy leather seats, it’s easy to 
imagine people wiling the day 
away there. 

It even has some nods to their 
humble beginnings. ‘What looks 
like congregated iron is similar to 
outside the shipping container at 
Pop, the colour is not that 
dissimilar as well,’ Campbell tells 
me. ‘We just wanted to keep it 
really cool, fresh and comfortable. 
It works well in day and night.’ 

And the location is pretty 
perfect for the two, right down the 
sounds of trains passing overheard 
every few minutes. ‘We always 

liked the railway 
arches didn’t 
we?’ Campbell 
smiles at Bowlby. 
‘You just heard 
the train go over 
and it doesn’t 
ever get boring 

that noise. Sometimes people think 
there’s an earthquake.’ 

It’s clear that people are really 
excited to see the pair back in 
Brixton as well. ‘I think that’s 
probably the best thing about it,’ 
Campbell says. ‘It’s really nice 
coming back and seeing lots of 
familiar faces, we’ve had a lot of 
traders from around the local area 
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already in for meals, which is 
sweet,’ Bowlby adds. 

Kricket Brixton will also 
function as a kind of test kitchen 
for their other sites where they are 
trying out dishes like lotus root 
yakni, spiced smoked cod roe and 
as well as pig head vindaloo with 
artichoke tarka. ‘The customer is a 
bit more forgiving here so we can 
try new things without getting a 
one star review on Google,’ 
Campbell jokes. 

Alongside the preparations to 
set up the new restaurant, Bowlby 
also recently released his first 
cookbook Kricket: An Indian- 
inspired cookbook at the beginning 
of May. ‘It was quite difficult just 
because I wrote it last year when 
we just opened the restaurant,’ he 


admits. ‘Coming up with the 
recipes is easy but it’s the 
quantifying it and writing it down 
and explaining it and all that part is 
more time consuming and 
difficult.’ ‘Will prefers cooking it 
rather than writing it,’ Campbell 
adds. All being said, Bowlby 
assures me that he’s pleased with 
the result and would like to write 
another, perhaps in India or when 
he has a bit more free time. 

Having known each other for 
such a long time, I wonder how the 
partnership between the pair works 
alongside their friendship. ‘It’s 
easier being friends,’ Bowlby 
laughs. ‘We spend so much time 
working together we don’t spend 
that much time outside of work 
together,’ Campbell adds. 


It helps that they both do 
different jobs, with Bowlby as 
head chef and Campbell more in 
charge of the business side. ‘If we 
were two chefs I think we’d chew 
each other’s heads off, or vice 
versa,’ Campbell agrees. ‘The best 
teams have clear responsibilities.’ 

It’s obvious from camaraderie 
between the pair that it’s a 
successful collaboration that only 
looks to keep growing with this 
October seeing the White City 
opening as their largest yet. And, 
their new Brixton home shows that 
despite both living north of the 
river now, the Kricket boys will 
always be honorary south 
Londoners. □

GUY AWFORD 

Enjoy this Middle Eastern dish for a true taste of summer 



Cook and taste one falafel 
then adjust seasoning and 
spice ieveis to taste before 
you shape the rest, 


F alafel is a traditional Middle 
Eastern fast food made from 
ground chickpeas, ground fava 
beans, or a mixture of both. 
Authentic falafel is incomparable to the 
sad little fritters that pass as mezze in the 
supermarket chillers. Thankfully, they’re 
very simple to make. 

I’m making mine with ground ^ 
chickpeas because I like the 
nutty flavour and coarser 
texture. Chickpeas, however, 
lack the starch of fava beans, 
so they need a little flour to 
help them stick. I use gram 
flour as 1 find the gluten in 
wheat flour makes them a little 
too dense. 

To achieve the desired grassy green 
interior, it’s important to be generous with 
the herbs. I use a mixture of peppery 
parsley and aromatic coriander. You need a 
lot so a trip to a Turkish food store, where 
they sell large bunches rather than mean 
little packets, might be in order. 

Serve your freshly cooked falafels 
wrapped in flatbread and drizzled with a 
creamy tahini sauce. To make the tahini

sauce whisk a little warm water into a cup 
of tahini until it loosens up and lightens in 
colour. Add a spritz of lemon juice, a 
pinch of salt, and clove of very finely 
pureed garlic. Making the flatbread is a 
little more time consuming, but well worth 
the effort. Whisk a teaspoon of dried yeast 
into 250ml of warm water. Add 450g of 
bread flour, a teaspoon of salt and slug of 
olive oil. Bring the dough together, knead 
for five minutes, then cover and leave to 
rise. Break into golf ball size balls and roll 
into circles. Cook for a few minutes on 
each side in a hot griddle pan. Q

EAT: PALADAR 


THE QUICK LIST 







L ocated just minutes from the historic obelisk 
that characterises the St. George’s Circus 
interchange, Paladar is quite inconspicuous 
among the selection of shops that line its 
street. But, hidden behind these modest 
surroundings is an electric atmosphere that 
transports you on a slightly windy Monday night in 
London a little closer to the equator with Latin 
American art, music, and, most importantly, the 
aroma of its delicious cuisine. And, given that it 
was still early in the week, it was pleasantly 
bustling with newcomers and regulars alike when 
my guest and I visited. People were even venturing 
out into an intimate al fresco spot at the back, 
which will be perfect for sunny days this summer. 

As a self-confessed indecisive eater, constantly 
wanting to try everything on the menu, I must admit 
that Tapas-style dining is one of my favourites. So I 
was really excited to try the dishes Paladar had on 
offer - and I wasn’t disappointed. To tuck in, we 
opted for the tuna tartare, lamb stew, coriander rice, 
chicken skewers and tomato salad, of which it was 
hard to pick a favourite. Everything from the 
incomprehensibly delicious combination of 
guacamole and tuna tartare to the perfectly cooked 
spicy chicken skewers were consumed within a 
matter of minutes. 

The whole purpose of Paladar, which means 
palate in both Spanish and Portuguese, is to capture 
the foods, flavours and cooking styles of Latin 
America, instead of being restricted to just one 
country. As a result, there are plenty of recognisable 
dishes given slight twists on the menu, such as the 
delicious dessert of blue com churros, which while 
they don’t look amazingly appetising, would be 
hard to beat in taste. And, the wine list to 
accompany the dishes is extensive, with the 
wonderful sommelier Rafael happy to help you out. 

It’s well worth venturing a little out of the way 
to find Paladar to enjoy the food and find your own 
little Havana in south east London. D

S ometimes a ehange in 
direction can lead to 
something perfect, and that 
is certainly the case for East 
Dulwich interior designer Beth 
Dadswell of Imperfect Interiors. 
Fashion stylist turned interior 
designer, Dadswell took a leap into 
the world of interior design and it 
paid off - a project on her own 
home, a crumbling industrial 
Victorian dairy, was even picked up 
by Grand Designs. 

But although Dadswell changes 
the properties’ interiors that she 
works on drastically for the better in 
many cases, she also focuses on the 
old, on what is there already to bring 
change to the old and mix modem 
with period. 

‘I started out as a fashion stylist 
on various different magazines and 
newspapers, which I did for about 
15 years, but I sort of grew out of 
love with it,’ says Dadswell. ‘My 
main passion was more interiors so 
once I had my son I decided it was 
time to make the change. My partner 
and I had been buying and doing up 
houses for a few years too.’ 

One of Dadswell’s friends was 
renovating her flat and asked for her 
help in designing the space - this 
worked perfectly to kickstart 
Dadswell’s portfolio and she credits 
it as a great learning curve. She also 


credits social media and the internet 
for helping her to get off the ground 
in the first place. She’s certainly 
feisty and looks for a challenge, 
something that strikes me as 
something of a valuable trait in an 
interior designer - especially if you 
want to push your property outside 
of the ordinary. 

Dadswell learnt all that she 
knows by doing it herself and she 
thinks the mistakes that she has 
come across doing it that way have 
helped toward the whole experience 
being a really good learning process. 

‘It’s helped me to understand what 
sort of business I want it to be,’ she 
tells me. ‘My priorities have always 
been having lots of creative input, 
and it’s never been an interest of 
mine to take on blank, white boxes 
and to just fill them with generic, 
matching furniture. There’s a big 
market for that out there, but I 
would much rather work for a client 
who has got an interest in restoring 
period features if there are any and 
injecting character into a property.’ 

She goes onto tell me that her 
USP is that she doesn’t want a 
project to look like it has necessarily 
been interior designed. Her ethos 
therefore focuses around finding 
quirky things and making it look 
like a home rather than a show 
home.

something feel lived in is important,’ 
Dads well tells me. ‘I’m trying to 
create comfortable, but elegant 
atmospheres.’ 

This means that Dadswell works 
very closely with her clients in order 
to know their fiill stories before 
setting out on the design of a 
property. ‘It’s definitely a 
collaboration,’ says Dadswell. 
‘Mostly, I work 
with people who 
have just bought a 
house and are 
renovating it from 
top to bottom, but 
who have art and 
belongings to 
incorporate into the space.’ 

So, how did Dadswell find herself 
on Grand Designs? Having 
stumbled across an old Victorian 
dairy that was being used as a 
workshop, Dadswell and her partner 
leapt at the opportunity to buy 
something that was a little bit 
different. ‘It’s in a brilliant spot, just 
off Lordship Lane,’ she smiles. 

‘It gave us the opportunity to add 
something to a building that already 


had an amazing atmosphere. It 
was a total dump, but I could see 
that it was really perfect, and I 
could mix the industrial vibe with 
the modem.’ 

Dadswell contacted Grand 
Designs as she thought it would be 
lovely for the family to have a 
record of the build and it was 
accepted onto the programme, 

where her natural 
talent for design 
could be seen by 
the masses. 
Naturally, this 
meant it was 
great publicity 
for her own 
brand. ‘It slightly put the pressure 
on me to make sure it came in on 
budget and on time! 1 wanted to 
work with the wonkiness of the 
beams and the cmmbliness of the 
walls,’ she says. And as always 
with Dadswell, she tells me that ‘it 
was about working with what was 
there already’. 

Dadswell tells me that she is 
obsessed with the courtyard and 
steel framed facade of the property. 


The courtyard, she says, almost feels 
like a painting. The windows, and 
what you see beyond the windows, 
is just as important when Dadswell 
is designing as what you see inside. 
‘I’m always looking out and looking 
at the view,’ she says. 

With a few new projects that she 
is taking on, Dadswell is excited to 
be branching out from south London 
into areas such as Netting Hill and 
Primrose Hill. She’s also recently 
worked on a Swiss chalet, and has 
been working on some weekend 
homes on the south coast. ‘1 love 
working around south east London 
though and it’s nice to be able to 
manage them when you’re close by,’ 
says Dadswell. She tells me how she 
likes the period architecture of the 
area and blending the new and the 
old. ‘I get really excited when 1 walk 
into a house that still has the original 
cornicing and frilly Victorian details. 
A lot of my work is emphasising 
those details. There’s something 
about an old house that you just 
can’t recreate.’ D

I t’s no secret that London’s 
population is growing at a 
rapid rate, with the demand 
for housing surging with it. 
This partly explains how 
architectural firm 31/44 found 
themselves designing a three-story 
family house on a plot that was 
essentially two garages built on the 
side of a two-storey house in East 
Dulwich. Back in 2014 their ten- 
strong team were approached by a 
small-scale developer who took an 
active interest in the architectural 
side of things. An ‘architectural 
patron’ if you like, as co-founder 
of 31/44, Will Burges, puts it. 

The developer’s brief was short 
and sweet - three bedrooms and 
some outside space. 

Despite the unusual shape and 
size of the plot Burges and his 
team were excited by the challenge 
presented by these sorts of gap and 
infill sites. ‘Those urban sites we 
really like and increasingly we’re 
getting more and more of them in 
conservation areas and with listed 
buildings,’ he explains. ‘It adds an 
extra level of discipline or 
difficulty where you have even 
more to respond to, but it’s also 
partly about having that kind of 
rich context that makes for more 
interesting 
houses.’ 

The team 
started from the 
basis that their 
design needed to 
fit into what was 
a ‘conventional 
rather nice 
street’, as Burges explains. He 
describes the Victorian houses 
along the street with detailing over 
the doorways and the desire to 
create something that 
complemented the red brick of the 
street. The team decided to use red 
brick allowing their new-build to 
slip quietly into the aesthetic of the 
street. This left them free to be 
more creative and unconventional 
when it came to the structure of the 
house. As part of this, the team 
created a sunken floor giving the 
appearance of a two-story property 
from the street, which is actually 
harbouring a third lower-ground 
story when you step inside. 


Another distinct aspect of the 
red house was the way it centred 
around an internal courtyard. Both 
this feature and the sunken floor 
help create privacy that can often 
be a worry in such a tight space 
with neighbours close by. As 
Burges explains these types of 
internal courtyards ‘work a lot with 
people’s lifestyles’. 

‘They’re away at work quite a 
lot, so you probably don’t want a 
lawn to mow, some people want 
big gardens, but actually a lot of 
people want somewhere to go and 
eat outside or to have a BBQ or a 
small place for their kids to play. 

‘The good thing about London 
is you’re never to far away from a 
big park if you want to go and run 
around and make a noise - that’s 
never that far away.’ 

For Burges, this internal 
courtyard area is one of the house’s 
distinct features. ‘I think it is a 
kind of urban city house in that 
respect because it would seem 
slightly odd to do that in a broader 
site.’Aside from the logistical 
challenges of a plot this size, these 
kinds of infill plots often require 
architects to work closely with 
surrounding neighbours who may 
have more objections than usual 
because of their 
proximity to the 
work. This is 
something 
Burges and his 
team are acutely 
aware of 
‘We really 
encourage our 
clients - before we’ve submitted 
anything for planning - to get in 
touch with the neighbours and 
sometimes most of our clients will 
pop round and see them and get 
their view on it. The planning 
process is democratic so it takes on 
board lots of people’s comments, 
so it’s good to show you’ve 
managed to consult everyone and 
you’ve made positive change to 
react to some people’s concerns.’ 

Burges’ tip for anyone 
navigating a similar planning 
process? Use models. ‘What we 
find really helps is a cardboard or 
wooden model... lots of the fear 
about building near to people is if

you just submit a set of drawings 
to a planning department people 
can go on and look at them, but 
that’s a bit of a barrier and they’re 
not that easy to interpret. So we 
use models to negotiate and agree 
things with neighbours because it’s 
obviously a much more accessible 
thing than a drawing. ’ 

The red house is only one in a 
number of properties that 31/44 
have designed in unusual and less 
than spacious sites since they 
opened shop in 2010. Since then 
designing for irregularly shaped 
plots has become a bit of a 
specialism for them. Burges puts 
the popularity of these small gap 
sites down to increasing demands 
on the housing market in a highly 
populated city. ‘I think it’s the 
pressure of the residential market 
that is meaning people are 
considering the garage at the 
bottom of their garden that 
happens to face onto a mews,’ he 
says. ‘They’re realising that that 
could be a plot actually, it could 
have more value than just a garage 
that is probably full of rubbish. 

I think people are getting much 
more alert to those small gap sites.’ 

The team currently have ten 
infill plot projects on the go and 
with garage plots all over London 
it seems unlikely 31/44 will run 
out of clients any time soon. Q

With many people in London unsure of the ehanging guidelines for wood 
burning stoves, luekily Westeombes are happy to answer all of your queries

There has been a great deal of 
understandable concern about pollution, 
and the government, Davies tells me, are 
looking into ways of controlling the quality of 
wood that is sold and burnt, and who is 
allowed to sell it. The Mayor of London is 
working closely with Stove Industry Alliance 
and Woodsure, the UK's woodfuel 
accreditation scheme, to encourage 
Londoners to stick to the latest, cleanest 
wood burning stoves, and to use the right 
sort of wood. 

According to statistics, 70% of the wood 
burnt in London is on open fires, and damp 
or poor quality unseasoned wood smokes 
more, creating more wood particles in the 
atmosphere. 

'We only stock stoves at Westeombes that 
are DEFRA (Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs) approved as they are 
very clean burning,' says Davies. 'The 
government has stated that there are no 
plans to ban wood burning stoves, but it is 


important that Londoners stick to stoves that 
are approved for use in smokeless zones and 
use kiln-dried logs and kindling.' 

Westeombes stocks a wide selection of 
different stoves from traditional to sleek 
modem designs as well as wood, stone, 
marble, antique and reproduction fireplaces, 
surrounds and accessories.

P hotos of microscopic 
bacteria, textures and 
minerals adorn the walls 
of jewellery designer 
Loveness Lee’s Peckham studio. 

‘My signature is the seienee part,’ 
she tells me. ‘I find weird textures, 
unique textures within that region. 
For example, the inside of a lamb’s 
heart or bacteria shapes. But then I 
transform something that people are 
not familiar with into something 
beautiful and tangible that people 
ean wear. You wouldn’t necessarily 
think that that’s where it eomes 
from, it’s just beautiful to look at.’ 

The contemporary designer 
works with textures and patterns 
found in nature to ereate her unique 
range. And as you might imagine, 
this proeess means drawing 
inspiration from everywhere, from 
the walls she found on her recent 
holiday to Moroeeo to the decaying 
fruit she features in her campaigns. 

‘When I ereate jewellery, 1 don’t 
like anything to be forced,’ she says. 
‘All the shapes 
and eolours, as 
a designer 1 
don’t have too 
much control 
and I like that 
side of it.

And as she shows me her 
beautiful creations for her AW 18 
colleetion, it’s clear to see why this 
method has brought her so much 
success. She founded her business 
out of her living room in late 2016, 
shortly after graduating from her 


‘But my mum, who is an architect, 
said you should study design, it’s 
creative, you will love it. In jewellery 
I do both -1 ean put ehemistry with 
design so I’m happy both ways.’ 

It was elearly the right deeision as 
she’s had celebrities like Jodie 
Whittaker and Suranne Jones wearing 
her creations on 
the red earpet as 
well as meeting the 
Queen at London 
Fashion Week, which 
she admits she had no 
idea was going to 
happen. ‘They were like 
clean up a little bit, the 
British Fashion Couneil is 
going to come and have a 
look,’ she smiles. 

‘I was like okay, but then the 
Queen eame in... wow. She was there 
for ages as well.’ 

Although she lives in Battersea, 

Lee and her employees have been 
based in a studio inside of a large 
ereative space in Peckham for the last 
year, which she tells me is a perfect 
location for them and their work. 

‘They’re all ereative people,’ she 
says of the people in the studios near 
her. ‘There are photography students, 
graphie design and next door they 
teaeh classes about how to make 
wigs.’ Now it’s an exciting time for 
Lee as she tells me that she wants to 
start expanding her business abroad. 

‘I’m going towards international - 
not just London, not just Europe,’ she 
enthuses. ‘My jewellery has been 
doing really well in France and North 
Afriea, like Moroeeo and Middle 
Eastern countries. So I want to ereate 
a big market for my jewellery. 

‘I would love to travel the world to 
design my jewellery,’ she eontinues. 

‘I started at the end of 2016 by myself 
in my living room to ereate my 
jewellery. That was my first 
eolleetion. Now, it’s the beginning of 
2018,1 have five employees because 
we have so many orders and it’s all 
handmade in this studio. 

‘It just developed naturally - I 
never thought that within a year and a 
half I would have employees because 
I started by myself in my living room, 
you know?’ Q

‘I was trying to get 
jewellery assistant jobs, 
but I realised I was just 
making other people’s 
work and I don’t enjoy that 
very mueh,’ she says. ‘I studied for 
seven years so I didn’t want to

I t’s not often that you hear of 
ineredibly sueeessful, large, 
luxury hotel offerings that are 
still entirely family run these 
days, is it? Well, that’s where 
Myconian Collection, a portfolio 
of nine outstanding luxury hotels 
on the historic island of Mykonos, 
truly comes into its own. 

Local man George Daktylides 
once decided that it was time to 
build the first hotel on Mykonos 
outside of town and, soon after, he 
became the island’s third hotelier 
when Kohili opened in 1979. 
Having had the pleasure of 
meeting some of the family on my 
trip to Myconian Collection, it is 
very clear that success has come 
for them after a lot of hard work. 

‘Our parents built the Myconian 
Collection from the ground up and 
my brothers and I are as proud of 
our roots as we are of how much 
we’ve grown,’ says Vangelis 
Daktylides to the Myconian 
Collection magazine, referring to 
the hospitality empire that now 


includes nine of the leading luxury 
hotels on Mykonos. Three of them 
are among the five Relais & 
Chateaux members in all of Greece, 
one a Member of Design Hotels of 
the World, another two are Members 
of The Leading Hotels of the World, 
and the others are members of 
Preferred Hotels & Resorts. Clearly, 
they are doing something very right. 

Today, having stepped down as 
CEO and handed management over 
to his four sons, you can still find 
Daktylides driving around the island 
each week ensuring that the 
grandchildren are fed real food. He 
takes cheese and cake made by their 
grandmother, home-bred lamb, 
goat’s meat and trays of farm eggs. 

It was one of my favourite little 
elements of my visit, as family and 
provenance is important to me. It’s 
lovely to understand the inner 
workings of a property, to hear the 
tales of craftsmanship, hard work 
and brotherhood, and to feel 
welcomed into a family unit through 
the personal touches scattered 


around each property. Meeting 
Vangelis and his children was lovely, 
and it’s not out of the ordinary to 
bump into them, all welcoming 
smiles. It’s not something that you 
often come across at luxury resorts 
and, for me, it really sets them apart. 

I was fortunate enough to stay in 
the Myconian Utopia Hotel, perched 
on the hills above Elia Beach, an area 
that is renowned for its fine sand and 
blue water. It’s also home to the 
incredibly luxurious Myconian Villa 
Collection, the Myconian Imperial 
Resort and Royal Myconian Resort, as 
well as the Myconian Avaton Resort. 
South of the island, Myconian 
Ambassador Hotel beams over the bay 
of Platis Gialos - the pearl in a string 
of celebrated beaches. 

In Mykonos Town, overlooking the 
Alefkandra windmills, stands the five- 
star Myconian Kyma Hotel, Myconian 
Naia Hotel and Myconian Korali 
Hotel. Having been offered the 
opportunity to explore every property, 
from the sophisticated yet edgy design 
of the Villa Collection to the

contemporary chic, art de 
vivre style of Ambassador, I can 
hand on heart say that every offering 
is unique, incredibly beautiful and will 
surprise you with each different comer 
that you turn in the property. 

Utopia felt like nothing I had ever 
seen before and I’ve been fortunate to 
stay in some stunning places. But 
there is something very special about 
the properties within the eollection, 
and Utopia in particular won me over. 

I arrived to the most incredible sea- 
view room, with huge freestanding 
black stone bathtub, rainforest shower 
and a very zen interior. 

The design of the hotel is second to 
none and everywhere you look there is 
new detailing to be found. It’s arty, 
seriously stylish, and you ean get lost 
just meandering around its corridors 
(designed to mimic the streets of the 
Old Town), taking it all in. It also 
helps that there is an infinity pool 
everywhere you look! The pool area at 
Utopia commands a breathtaking 
position overlooking the ocean and, at 
night, comes alive with twinkles from 


the under-pool lighting. The loeals 
call Mykonos the ‘windy island’, 
and up here it’s easy to see why, but 
I found the breeze to be a pleasant 
aceompaniment to the sun, and it 
complemented the organic design of 
the property. The ease of being able 
to be shuttled down to the beach at 
any moment was also a winner for 
me, and it deserves its reputation as 
one of the best beaches on the 
island. As I arrived to my sunbed, I 
was greeted by a platter of fresh 
fruit and a cocktail, and the sea was 
a refreshing temperature. 

If you are a spa lover then this 
one will wow you, especially with 
the thalassotherapy. I was pleasantly 
surprised to find it was black, 
something not often seen, but sitting 
amidst the water of the pools in the 
dark was a calming experience. The 
facial that I had was also calming, 
and I left feeling positively reset - 
it’s easy to forget about the outside 
\ world here. 

Mykonos is enchanting and 
despite its reputation as a five 
star party island for the rich 
and famous, it has a secretive 
and sedate charm about it, full 
of quaint comers, history and 
local children and cats careering 
down the cobbled streets. I would 
recommend an organised tour of the 
town, as they are incredibly detailed 
and teach you about all of the 
hidden treasures in the popular 
destination. Being able to visit and 
understand the traditions of the 
family chapels in the town was 
fascinating, and we were even lucky 
enough to see the island’s one 


resident pelican. We were also 
fortunate enough to do a tour of 
Delos, an UNESCO heritage site just 
off the coast of Mykonos. We were 
taken there by a beautiful yacht, 
something that ean be organised by 
the hotel. 

According to Greek mythology, 
Apollo was bom on this tiny island 
and his sanctuary attracted pilgrims 
from all over Greeee, making Delos a 
prosperous trading port. The island 
still bears the traces of this world from 
the 3rd millennium B.C. The site is 
extensive and the museum is a 
brilliant way of envisaging the world 
that made Mykonos what it is today. 

Once we arrived back from the 
island, we ate lunch at Ambassador, a 
hotel that beautifully blends a lively 
vibe with a feeling of whitewashed 
calm. Like the food at each and every 
resort restaurant in the Collection, the 
lunch was incredible - fresh, local and 
with extensive offerings. 

I looked forward to meal times as 
each dish was presented exquisitely 
and incorporated a farm to fork 
philosophy. The local aspect of the 
hotels came into its own here as well, 
as Daktylides has built up strong 
relationships with farmers across the 
island. This was clear to see when we 
dined at Pavilion at Utopia and Nostos 
Pool Bar at Imperial on our first day. 
The fish and seafood options were 
fantastic, and I would recommend 
sampling the octopus dishes. 

If you want to experience 
something high end, but with the 
personal touches of a smaller, family- 
mn establishment, then this is the 
island and the Collection for you. D

Can a hotel right in the heart of the West 
End appeal to the everyday Londoner?

I have never been the biggest fan 
of Leicester Square, but it does 
offer up plenty of stand out 
features that help with 
identification. With my wife on the 
terrace of the Hotel Indigo - the only 
terrace of its kind in Leicester Square, 
I hasten to add - looking out for me, 
all I had to say down the phone was 
look for the 8ft Darth Vader opposite 
the vast M&M World and she would 
see me waving. Job done. 

That vantage point is certainly a 
big tick for the hotel at 1 Leicester 
Square, which since a glitzy revamp 
has been pulling in the visitors over 
the past couple of months. Its 
attraction to tourists can be in no 
doubt, but to me, an everyday 
Londoner? Who tends to avoid the 
area as much as possible? That was a 
whole new test - but it’s one Hotel 
Indigo passed on the most part. 

Our room, to start with, was pretty 
small, with the huge, luxurious bed 
taking up most of the floor space. We 
liked the cute comer area with writing 
desk and revolving TV, but were not 
too sure about the fi-osted glass design 


of the toilet. Yes, yes, we are British 
and being pmdish, but despite being 
married we did request the other half 
pop round the comer when it was time 
to do our business. Apart fi*om that, 
however, the power shower was very 
welcome to freshen up before a night 
on the town. 

Two floors up from our room for 
the night and you arrive at Hotel 
Indigo’s shining light, the cocktail bar 
and accompanying restaurant. The 
bouncer on arrival suggests this has 
quickly become a hotspot in the area, 
again helped in no small part by the 
breathtaking view across London. It 
was certainly a cool, buzzy place to 
have a couple of drinks before dinner. 

Although the restaurant does serve 
up an impressive menu, this wasn’t 
part of our plan and off we went into 
the night. Our dinner was at the Ivy 
Market Grill, which unsurprisingly 
was heaving, before having a nightcap 
(or two) at local bars. For me, this was 
all about seeing if after a particularly 
pleasant night a local stay would be 
more attractive compared to 
schlepping it home on trains and 


Tubes. Back to Hotel Indigo and I was 
concerned - although Leicester Square 
is not quite New York, it does still 
have a constant buzz of noise and 
activity, which for a light sleeper like 
me is a waking nightmare. Top marks, 
then, to the design of the room -1 
didn’t hear a peep all night and slept 
extremely well. 

After passing on dinner at the hotel 
the previous night, we gratefully 
accepted breakfast, which as you’d 
expect in a London hotel was served 
up with aplomb. The sun was out, so 
another opportunity to take in the 
sights and sounds of London - with 
one view over St Paul’s towards all 
the major landmarks particularly 
impressive. 

So would I consider backtracking 
on my negativity about Leicester 
Square? Not quite, but Hotel Indigo 
has given me a worthwhile reason to 
be not quite so pessimistic - and for 
those that know me, that’s high praise 
indeed. Q

Is sendingyour child to a private school really worth the cost?

C hoosing a school for 
your child is an 
exciting, but often 
overwhelming task. 
Amongst worries about location, size 
and exam results, there’s a school’s 
culture and the extra-curricular 
activities on olfer to consider too. 

But what about choosing between a 
private or a state school? 

For those seeking to educate their 
children privately, it’s becoming 
increasingly expensive: school fees 
have trebled in real terms since 1980, 
with their cost as a proportion of 
household budgets rising remarkably. 
A day school costs on average 
£13,000 a year, while a boarding 
school will be more than £30,000. 
But as a result of these fees 
independent schools have the 
advantage of investing profits back 
into improving their often already 
impressive facilities. 

A 2016 study by Durham 
University found that independent 
school pupils receive a boost 
equivalent to two years of extra 
schooling over state school pupils by 
the age of 16. Pupils also received 
higher average scores in all subjects 
at GCSE level. Similarly, research by 
the Sutton Tmst educational charity 
found that although just 7% of the 
school population attends 
independent fee-paying schools, 71% 
of top military officers were educated 


privately, along with 74% of top 
judges and 61% of top doctors. 

Some critics attribute the 
academic success of private schools 
to the advantages of wealth, as well 
as the sometimes academically- 
selective admissions processes. ‘One 
of the most common reservations 
people have about private schools is 
that they won’t “fit in”,’ says Beth 
Noakes, editor of The Good Schools 
Guide. ‘They think that everyone 
else at the school will be “posh” and 
that their children will only mix with 
wealthy families. Of course, this is 
far from the truth. These days, thanks 
to scholarships and bursaries, private 
schools admit many children from all 
kinds of backgrounds.’ 

Almost 170,000 children (one in 
three) are currently receiving help 
with their fees, according to Julie 
Robinson, general secretary of the 
Independent Schools Council (ISC), 
with both the amount available and 


the number of children benefitting 
rising. Robinson also points out that 
whilst exam results are high, ‘the 
development of “soft skills” is 
greatly encouraged at independent 
schools, with pupils learning to be 
self-disciplined, ambitious, curious 
and self-confident’. 

Opportunities outside the 
classroom are an attractive aspect of 
a private education and pupils are 
able to experience diverse activities 
that might not otherwise be available 
to them. But private schools don’t 
have to follow the national 
curriculum and critics argue that 
because they are not obliged to 
employ qualified teachers, standards 
can ultimately vary. 

‘Not all private schools are Eton 
College, just like not all state schools 
are Grange Hill,’ says Noakes. ‘If 
you have a good local state school, 
why pay? A private school is more 
likely to have better sporting and arts 
facilities, and more often than not 
smaller class sizes, but none of these 
things are a certainty. It would be a 
mistake for a parent to think that 
paying for their child to attend 
private school is a guaranteed route 
to school success.’ 

School days, after all, are 
supposed to be the best of your life - 
and the most important consideration 
is finding a school where your child 
will be happiest. Q
